Total of 14,412 Killed in United States in Motor 
Accidents During 1923; California Leads

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—A total of 14,412 deaths from accidents 
during 1923 caused by automobiles and other motor vehicles, excluding 
motorcycies, is shown in statistics assembled by the Censts Bureau 
covering the death registration area of the United States, which con- 
tains 87.6 per cent of the total population. 


This total represents a death rate 
of 14.8 out of every 100,000 peo- 
ple compared with 12.6 m 1923; 
11.5 in 1921, and 10.4 in 19290. 

California topped the list with 
a rate of 32.6 deaths per 100,000 
population and Wyoming was sec- 
ond, with a rate of 24.1. Among 
sixty-eight cities, for which sta- 
tistice were gathered, Camden, N.
